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To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  East  Retford. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  fifth  annual 
Report,  being  that  for  the  year  1909. 

There  is  a very  slight  fall  in  the  birth-rate,  the  number  of 
births  being  ten  less  than  last  year;  this  brings  the  rate  to  28*11 
per  thousand  persons  living,  being  slightly  less  than  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years.  The  total  number  of  births  in  the  whole 
district  was  829. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  was 
60,  being  14  less  than  last  year.  As  usual  the  majority  of  the 
cases  were  Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  residents  belonging  to  the  district 
is  216,  being  26  more  than  last  year,  and  bringing  the  death-rate 
up  to  15*17.  This  is  slightly  more  than  the  average  for  the  last 
ten  years.  The  deaths  from  Cancer  were  slightly  less,  but  from 
Tuberculosis  slightly  more  than  last  year. 

There  were  14  deaths  from  the  principal  Zymotic  Diseases, 
they  were  as  follows  : — Measles  four,  Whooping  Cough  two, 
Diphtheria  two,  Enteric  Fever  two,  and  Epidemic  Influenza 
four.  There  was  no  case  of  Puerperal  Fever. 

You  will  find  more  detailed  information  under  the  appro- 
priate heading,  and  in  the  tables  at  the  end  of  this  report. 
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The  district  is  purely  rural  in  nature,  and  is  situated  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  county  of  Nottingham.  Roughly 
described  it  is  lozenge-shaped,  having  its  greatest  length  from 
north  to  south  26  miles,  and  width  11  miles  from  east  to  west. 
There  are  numerous  villages  and  farm  houses  scattered  about 
its  area,  and  there  are  a few  larger  houses  in  their  own  estates. 
The  population  is  almost  entirely  dependent  upon  agriculture 
for  its  maintenance.  The  Borough  of  East  Retford  is  situated 
almost  exactly  in  the  centre. 


Qoology,  &C. — The  district  is  situated  on  the  edge  of 
what  is  apparently  a large  geological  basin,  whose  centre  is 
situated  somewhere  away  to  the  east,  and  as  one  travels  westwards 
the  successive  geological  strata  show  themselves  at  the  surface 
in  areas  running  nearly  parallel,  and  in  a direction  from  north 
to  south.  These  strata  shelve  away  downwards  to  the  east  and 
south  east,  being  covered  in  succession  by  the  more  recent 
deposits.  Thus  from  west  to  east  we  have  pebble  beds  or  con- 
glomerate, superposed  upon  sandstone,  extending  over  almost 
the  entire  district  from  north  to  south,  and  as  far  east  roughly 
as  the  river  Idle ; this  is  succeeded  to  the  north  and  east  of  the 
town  of  Retford  by  waterstones,  and  then  follow  the  keuper 
marls,  which  are  mixed  in  places  with  beds  of  sandstone,  and 
through  which  run  beds  of  gypsum.  This  latter  has  a very 
marked  effect  upon  the  water  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
district,  and  gives  to  the  water  in  the  shallow  wells  a very  hard 
character.  There  is  a bed  of  alluvial  deposit  along  the  course 
of  the  rivers  Idle  and  Trent. 


Physically,  the  district  may  be  described  as  undulating, 
with  a ridge  of  hills  running  nearly  down  the  middle  from  north 
to  south.  It  is  drained  on  the  west  of  these  by  the  river  Idle, 
and  on  the  east  by  the  river  Trent,  and  their  tributaries. 


Sowugc* — As  in  most  country  districts,  there  is  no 
general  sewage  disposal  service.  Formerly  most  of  the  houses 
conducted  their  liquid  effluent  to  the  nearest  ditch  or  watercourse, 
but  this  has  to  a large  extent  been  remedied,  and  the  work  goes 


on  apace.  Proper  settling  tanks  for  effluents  are  being  laid 
down,  and  where  possible  the  drains  are  being  connected  up  to 
the  main  drains. 

Many  of  the  villages  are  or  have  been  supplied  with  sewers, 
particulars  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  appended  hereto. 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  one  of  considerable  difficulty, 
as  many  parts  are  very  flat,  especially  in  the  north,  and  it  is 
impossible  to  obtain  a satisfactory  fall  to  the  sewers.  The 
rivers,  running  between  artificial  embankments,  are  often  at  a 
higher  level  than  the  adjacent  country. 


Much  of  the  excrement  disposal  is  by  means  of  midden 
privies,  but  there  are  also  pan  closets  in  use.  I have  been  very 
insistent  on  all  occasions  to  insist  on  the  necessity  of  the 
frequent  emptying  of  these  as  being  more  convenient  and 
healthy,  and  in  my  last  report  entered  somewhat  fully  into  the 
matter.  I would  repeat  here  that  the  midden  is  the  breeding 
place  of  the  common  house-fly,  which  is  the  carrier  to  a great 
extent  of  many  diseases,  especially  of  Typhoid  Fever  and  the 
summer  Diarrhoea  of  children,  consequently  if  the  middens  are 
emptied  frequently,  the  grubs  of  these  insects  are  destroyed,  and 
there  is  less  opportunity  for  the  carrying  of  these  diseases. 

The  village  of  Tuxford  is  supplied  to  a large  extent  with 
pan  closets,  and  the  emptying  of  these  is  contracted  for. 

Welter  Suppiy. — There  are  a few  deep  wells  in  the 
district,  but  most  of  the  wells  are  shallow.  Good  water  is 
obtained  on  the  western  side  of  the  district  where  the  water 
comes  out  of  the  sandstone  and  conglomerate,  but  on  the  eastern 
side  where  the  soil  is  clay,  the  water  in  the  wells  is  very  hard 
owing  to  the  gypsum,  and  is  often  of  a very  suspicious  character, 
being  entirely  surface  water.  It  is  not  fit  for  drinking ; rain 
water  is  relied  on  in  these  cases.  In  some  parts  water  from  the 
Chesterfield  Canal  is  used.

In  my  last  report  I considered  the  effect  upon  the  district 
by  the  boring  which  the  Corporation  of  Lincoln  had  been 
empowered  to  make.  The  boring  has  gone  on  and  water  has 
been  reached,  the  main  pipes  are  now  being  laid  down  from  the 
boring  site  to  Lincoln.  Meetings  have  been  held  by  the  Parish 
Councils,  and  a Committee  of  the  District  Council  was  appointed 
in  December  to  consider  the  advisability  of  taking  a supply,  as 
allowed  by  the  Bill,  by  the  parishes  of  East  Markham  and 
Tuxford,  but  no  conclusions  have  been  arrived  at  as  yet.  There 
is  no  doubt  but  that  both  these  villages  will  greatly  benefit  by  the 
scheme  if  they  decide  to  draw  their  water  from  the  mains,  as 
the  water  is  of  good  quality  and  abundant,  whereas  now  they 
are  compelled  to  rely  on  a limited  number  of  wells,  which  are 
always  open  and  liable  to  contamination  from  surface  matter. 
The  convenience  of  course  is  obvious. 


The  scheme  by  which  it  was  proposed  that  the  Worksop 
Urban  District  should  bore  and  obtain  water  from  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Checkerhouse  has  not  been  sanctioned. 


A.  full  account  of  the  water  question  will  be  found  in  the 
annual  report  for  1907,  for  the  County  of  Nottingham,  by 
Dr.  Henry  Handford. 


Water  has  also  been  obtained  in  the  parish  of  Rampton 
from  a deep  bore  on  the  site  of  the  new  Criminal  Lunatic 
Asylum. 


A complaint  was  received  from  North  Wheatley  that  a 
cottage  was  without  water  supply.  Wheatley  is  one  of  the 
villages  where  the  water  supply  is  bad,  there  being  only  shallow 
wells,  in  which  the  water  is  of  a doubtful  character  and  very 
hard.  There  are  one  or  two  deeper  wells  in  the  neighbourhood, 
but  they  are  away  from  the  village  and  not  available  for  the 
public.  Rain  water  is  relied  on  almost  entirely.  It  would  be 
a convenience  if  the  parish  were  to  bore  a deep  well,  but  the 
expense  would  be  very  heavy  for  a small  village. 
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Slaughter-houses. — I have  visited  these  and  found 
that  they  are  well  kept  and  clean.  One  required  to  be  lime- 
washed,  and  this  was  done  after  my  visit. 


Housing  Accommodation. — There  has  been  no 
case  of  overcrowding  found  during  the  year.  One  case  was 
reported  to  me  as  being  overcrowded,  but  on  visiting  the  place, 
I found  that  it  wras  not  so. 


In  January,  I had  to  report  upon  the  condition  of  a house 
in  Treswell.  It  was  occupied  by  one  woman  and  an  old  man. 
The  interior  of  the  house  was  very  dirty,  and  the  dairy,  which 
was  used  for  the  storage  of  milk,  was  not  tit  for  that  purpose. 
There  was  no  proper  drain  outside  the  back  door  of  the  house, 
and  filth  of  all  sorts  could  accumulate  there.  An  old  disused 
drain  was  also  found,  which  was  open  at  one  end  to  the  air,  and 
was  connected  with  the  main  drain  in  the  village  street.  The 
matter  was  taken  over  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the 
condition  of  things  remedied.  The  condition  of  the  cowhouse 
was  also  bad,  and  will  be  treated  under  the  heading  of  cowhouses. 


In  April,  I had  to  report  on  the  condition  of  one  of  the 
vicarage  houses  in  the  district.  Outside,  I found  that  the  soil 
pipe  from  a water  closet  emptied  into  a pit  in  the  ground,  which 
was  open  and  filled  with  filth,  the  overflow  from  this  ran  down 
the  garden,  and  that  part  of  the  premises  was  a marsh. 
I advised  that  the  soil  pipe  should  be  attended  to,  a proper 
drain  constructed,  and  a proper  cesspool  made.  As  to  the 
interior  of  the  house,  all  the  rooms  were  in  a filthy  condition, 
and  not  fit  for  human  habitation.  The  occupier  was  an  invalid 
and  not  able  to  look  after  his  interests,  and  was  in  the  charge 
of  one  old  woman  who  neglected  him  and  the  house.  Notices 
were  served  to  abate  the  nuisance,  first  as  to  the  outside,  and 
were  not  complied  with,  upon  which  proceedings  were  taken, 
and  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Council.  Proceedings  were 
commenced  to  enforce  cleaning  the  interior,  but  the  work  was 
done  voluntarily  the  day  before  the  case  came  on. 
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In  some  parts  of  the  district  there  is  some  difficulty  in 
obtaining  houses  which  are  suitable  for  the  accommodation  of 

large  families,  and  workmen  often  have  to  travel  large  distances 

• 

to  and  from  their  work ; the  evil  is  not  great.  There  are  a good 
many  men  employed  in  Ramp  ton  parish  on  the  new  Asylum. 
Accommodation  has  been  provided,  but  several  of  the  men  come 
into  Retford  every  night,  a distance  of  five  miles,  preferring 
the  excitement  of  the  town  and  the  public-houses  to  the  quiet  of 
the  country.  The  accommodation  provided  by  the  contractors 
is  ample,  and  not  all  utilized. 


Cowshec/s. — No  new  cowkeepers  have  registered  during 
the  year.  On  the  whole  the  cowsheds  are  much  better  kept 
than  was  the  case  some  time  ago.  In  my  report  for  last  year  is 
a full  account  of  the  steps  which  are  taken,  and  the  scheme  is 
working  well. 


In  January,  I had  to  report  upon  a cowhouse  belonging  to 
the  farmhouse  already  mentioned.  The  walls,  structure,  and 
general  arrangements  were  good,  but  it  was  dirty,  and  badly 
kept,  and  not  properly  drained.  It  was  used,  in  addition  to 
keeping  cows,  as  a stable,  and  between  the  two  divisions  of  the 
cowhouse  where  the  cows  were,  there  was  a headwalk  in  which 
was  a pig.  Outside  the  sheds  was  a dirty  pool  of  foul  stagnant 
water,  into  which  the  liquid  drainage  from  the  sheds  found  its 
way.  There  was  an  overflow  drain  from  this  pool  to  the  street 
sewer,  but  it  was  obstructed.  Representations  were  made,  and 
the  work  was  taken  in  hand. 


In  August,  I was  consulted  by  the  Duke  of  Newcastle’s 
Clerk  of  Works  as  to  the  repair  and  re- drainage  of  one  of  his 
farms  used  by  a milkseller.  I gave  advice  as  to  re-construction 
of  the  cowsheds,  re-drainage,  &c.,  which  was  all  carried  out. 
This  cowshed  had  already  been  the  subject  of  adverse  report  by 
me,  and  is  now  in  a very  good  condition. 
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On  another  farm,  which  had  also  been  adversely  reported 
on  by  me,  and  on  which  advice  had  been  sought,  a new  cowshed 
has  been  built,  and  the  old  insanitary  one  abolished.  This  was 
also  on  the  Duke  of  Newcastle’s  property. 


The  factories  and  workshops  are  treated  of  in  a separate 
report  on  page  28. 


I was  asked  to  report  and  advise  as  to  a suitable  site  for  a 
new  burial  ground  for  the  village  of  Elkesley,  as  the  churchyard 
was  filled  up.  After  inspecting  several  suggested  sites,  I advised 
a portion  of  a glebe  field  at  the  further  end  of  the  village,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  street. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  plan  followed  when  a case  of  infectious  disease  is 
notified  is  to  visit  the  house,  make  enquiries,  and  to  give  instruc- 
tions. Printed  leaflets  of  instructions  and  disinfectants  are 
supplied  gratis.  At  the  termination  of  the  case  instructions  are 
given  as  to  disinfection,  and  in  certain  cases  where  there  is 
doubt  as  to  the  work  being  done  by  the  occupier  of  the  house, 
the  Council’s  men  are  sent  to  do  it. 


Where  a child  is  infected,  a visit  is  usually  paid  to  the 
school  and  to  the  houses  occupied  by  other  children  with  whom 
the  infected  one  may  have  come  in  contact.  By  this  means, 
I have  been  able  in  several  cases  to  find  mild  cases  of  disease 
which  were  entirely  unsuspected  by  the  parents,  and  which 
would  have  continued  to  carry  the  infection  to  others  attending 
the  school. 


Circulars  have  been  sent  to  all  the  head  teachers  of  the 
elementary  schools  in  the  district,  asking  them  to  notify  me  of 
any  suspicious  case  of  illness.  Full  particulars  were  given  in 
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my  last  report.  With  regard  to  the  schools,  the  recent  circular 
of  the  Boards  of  Education  and  the  Local  Government  have 
altered  matters.  The  inspection  of  the  schools  has  been  placed 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Inspection  Officer,  and  on 
the  occurrence  of  a case  of  infectious  disease,  it  is  directed  that 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  notify  him,  that  he  may 
inspect  the  school  children  for  any  unsuspected  case.  This 
naturally  leads  to  much  loss  of  valuable  time  and  trouble,  as 
several  of  the  schools  of  this  district  are  forty  miles  away  from 
the  School  Medical  Officer,  who  also  is  very  probably  engaged  in 
the  routine  inspection  of  a school  at  the  other  end  of  the 
County.  Further,  the  latest  orders  of  the  Boards  have  deprived 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  from  the  power  of  giving  a certifi- 
cate to  the  school  managers  by  which  they  can  close  the  school 
in  the  case  of  an  outbreak  and  retain  the  grant,  this  power  being- 
vested  in  the  School  Medical  Officer  only,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  being  only  able  to  close  a school  by  means  of  the 
cumbrous  process  of  obtaining  an  order  from  the  District 
Council,  or  two  members  thereof. 


A meeting  of  all  the  District  Medical  Officers  with  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  who  is  also  School  Medical  Officer,  will 
be  held,  when  it  will  be  decided  what  is  the  best  plan  to  follow 
in  these  cases.  Until  this  has  been  done,  I shall  continue  on 
the  old  system,  which  has  worked  very  well  in  such  a scattered 
rural  district  as  this. 


There  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  in  the  district.  I am  not 
disposed  to  regret  this,  as  there  would  be  great  inconvenience  in 
taking  patients  to  and  fro,  not  to  say  difficulty,  and  it  would  be 
of  no  service  for  the  undetected  early  slight  cases  which  are  the 
cause  of  nearly  all  the  difficulty  in  spreading  the  infection  in 
the  early  days  of  an  epidemic.  Its  expense  would  be  great,  and 
I think  unjustifiable  for  a district  of  this  nature.  A portable 
steam  disinfector  would  be  of  much  more  service. 
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NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  are  given  month 
by  month  in  the  following  table.

Diphtheria. — Thirteen  cases  were  reported.  One  of 
these  occurred  in  a shop  at  Tuxford,  where  on  investigation, 
I found  that  there  was  a drain  passing  beneath  the  house  from 
a cesspool  at  the  back  to  the  street  in  front.  The  room  in  which 
the  patient  had  lived  was  very  hot,  and  the  drain  was  defective. 


Four  cases  occurred  in  one  house  at  Grove,  of  which  one 
was  fatal,  the  first  to  occur  ; large  doses  of  serum  were  given  to 
the  others,  who  recovered,  and  to  one  child  as  a preventive,  this 
child  not  being  attacked.  At  this  house,  it  was  discovered  that 
the  soil  pipe  from  the  water  closet  upstairs  was  cracked,  and  the 
liquid  ran  through  the  ceiling  and  down  the  wall ; in  conse- 
quence of  this,  the  closet  was  not  in  use,  but  as  the  crack  was 
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below  the  syphon  trap,  the  closet  was  untrapped.  Not  only  was 
the  pipe  cracked,  but  it  was  led  down  the  inside  of  the  house  in 
a corner  of  the  dairy,  and  thence  to  a cesspool.  The  owner  was 
notified  at  once,  and  the  entire  arrangement  altered  in  accord- 
ance with  modern  requirements. 


A case  was  reported  from  Finningley,  in  the  first  instance 
to  the  Doncaster  Dural  District  Medical  Officer,  who  had  the 
patient,  a man,  removed  to  the  Conisburgh  Isolation  Hospital ; 
but  the  mistake  was  found,  and  this  District  Council  took 
responsibility  for  his  charge  whilst  in  the  Hospital.  The  border 
line  of  the  two  districts  is  very  complicated  at  the  place  where 
he  lived,  hence  the  confusion.  Unfortunately,  whilst  in  the 
Hospital,  the  man  contracted  Enteric  Fever,  of  which  he  died. 


Four  cases  occurred  in  one  house  in  Misson.  There  seems 
to  have  been  no  communication  with  any  other  case.  No 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  throat  was  made  in  these 
cases.  I could  find  no  connection  between  these  cases  and  the 
one  occurring  in  the  same  village  last  year. 


Erysipeias.  — Only  two  cases  were  reported,  both 
occurring  in  adults,  and  neither  fatal. 


Scarlet  Fever. — Out  of  a total  number  of  43  cases, 
31  occurred  in  the  registration  sub-district  of  Tuxford,  and 
nearly  all  of  these  occurred  in  the  villages  of  East  Markham 
and  Markham  Clinton,  and  amongst  scholars  in  isolated  places 
attending  the  schools  of  these  two  villages.  There  is  free 
communication  between  the  two  villages,  and  in  some  cases 
children  of  Markham  Clinton  attend  East  Markham  school. 
There  were  two  cases  at  West  Drayton,  and  twelve  at  Elkesley. 
AH  these  above  mentioned  villages  are  in  a line,  and  children  go 
from  the  intermediate  ones  to  schools  at  the  outside  villages  at 
either  end ; there  is  thus  a continuous  channel  of  infection 
possible  from  one  to  the  other. 
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It  will  be  remembered  that  there  was  an  extensive  epidemic 
in  East  Markham  and  Markham  Clinton  in  1908,  on  which 
I wrote  a special  report,  which  was  incorporated  with  my  report 
for  last  year.  Scarlet  Fever  is  a disease  so  difficult  to  detect  in 
mild  cases,  so  infectious,  so  lengthy  in  duration  of  infectivity, 
that  we  must  expect  when  an  outbreak  does  occur  in  a scattered 
district  to  have  a continuance  of  it  for  some  time.  It  is  well 
nigh  impossible  to  catch  the  ‘‘carrier  ” cases  which  are  doing 
all  the  mischief. 


There  is  a great  probability  also  that  the  outer  garments  of 
many  of  the  children  are  not  properly  disinfected  ; a school- 
mistress observed  to  me  that  there  had  been  no  case  for  three 
weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  school,  when  one  occurred  about 
every  ninth  day,  the  first  two  of  these  being  in  children  who 
sat  next  to  children  who  had  just  returned  after  having  had 
Scarlet  Fever.  A steam  disinfector  would  obviate  this  to  a very 
large  extent. 


On  enquiring  as  to  a case  at  East  Drayton,  I found  that 
there  was  a sink  in  the  scullery  adjacent  to  the  kitchen,  with  an 
untrapped  drain  leading  direct  into  a cesspool.  This  has  been 
remedied. 


A case  was  imported  to  Everton  from  Crewkerne.  A boy 
had  been  sent  home  from  school  with  tonsillitis,  but  after  his 
departure  large  numbers  of  the  scholars  developed  Scarlet  Fever, 
so  that  the  so-called  tonsillitis  must  have  been  in  reality 
Scarlet  Fever. 

Enteric  Fever . — Only  two  cases  occurred.  One  of 
them,  a man  of  33,  died.  It  was  supposed  that  he  contracted 
it  whilst  working  at  some  drain.  The  other  was  a boy  ; the 
cause  was  not  traced. 


The  district  has  remained  free  from  Small-pox  and 
Puerperal  Fever. 
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Anthrax . — One  case  of  Anthrax  was  reported  as 
occurring  at  Misson  in  September.  A bullock  died,  but  none  of 
the  other  cattle  or  animals  on  the  farm  were  affected. 

NON- NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Mecssfes.  — This  disease  was  very  prevalent  about 
Dunham  and  East  Markham  in  May  and  June,  and  at  East 
Drayton  and  South  Leverton  in  July,  and  necessitated  school 
closure.  It  seems  that  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of  this 
disease,  of  which  I spoke  last  year,  is  being  maintained. 

Influenza. — This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  the 
early  months  of  the  year.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables,  there 
were  four  deaths  attributed  to  it  during  the  year.  It  is  quite 
possible  that  some  other  cases  may  have  been  prostrated  by  it, 
and  to  have  died  from  some  other  chronic  condition  the  progress 
of  which  had  been  accelerated. 


Whooping  Cough.  —There  was  a good  deal  at 
Eampton  in  the  early  months,  and  several  cases  at  North 
Leverton  in  March  and  April,  but  apart  from  these  outbreaks, 
the  district  has  been  very  free  from  it. 

f¥hsmps. — Only  a very  few  cases  have  been  found  in 
the  district.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


For  calculating  the  birth-  and  death-rates  I have  used  the 
number  14,286,  being  the  population  of  the  district  ascertained 
at  the  census  of  1901. 


Births. — Last  year  I was  able  to  record  a large  increase 
in  the  number  of  births  over  that  recorded  for  the  previous  year. 
This  year,  I am  not  able  to  report  such  a satisfactory  state  of 
affairs,  there  being  ten  fewer,  which  is  slightly  less  than  the 
average  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  total  number  registered 
was  829,  giving  a birth-rate  per  thousand  of  population  of 
28*11.  Of  these  there  were  176  boys  and  158  girls.  There 
were  17  illegitimate  children. 


Tuxford  and  Misson  districts  show  an  increase  over  last 
year,  whilst  there  is  a considerable  decrease  in  the  other  three 
registration  sub-districts,  as  is  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

Deaths. — The  deaths  registered  in  the  district  at  all  ages 
numbered  200,  giving  a general  death-rate  of  14*04  per  thousand 
persons  living.  In  addition  to  these  there  were  16  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  who  died  in  public  institutions  outside, 
which  must  be  added  to  the  pJbove,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
deaths  to  216,  giving  a corrected  net  death-rate  of  15*17.*  This 
is  very  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years. 


* Since  going  to  press,  two  more  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the 
district  have  been  notified,  bringing  these  to  18,  and  the  total  to  218. 
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The  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district  in  which  persons 
belonging  to  the  district  have  died  are  as  follows  : — The  Union 
Workhouse,  the  Retford  Hospital,  the  Notts.  County  Asylum, 
the  Gainsborough  Union  Hospital,  Conisborough  Infectious 
Fever  Hospital,  and  a private  Nursing  Home  in  Manchester. 


infantile  Mortality.  — The  number  of  infants  under 
one  year  of  age  who  died  was  three  more  than  in  1908,  namely 
80,  this  gives  a mortality  per  thousand  births  registered  (not 
per  persons  living)  of  91*18,  or  11*28  greater  than  last  year,  but 
10*72  less  than  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  The 
summer  has  been  a very  cold  one  and  there  has  been  a great 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infantile  Diarrhoea,  and  this 
to  a large  extent  accounts  for  the  low  mortality.  Only  one 
death  from  Enteritis  was  registered. 


The  Early  Notification  of  Births  Act  is  not  in  force  in  the 
district. 


The  deaths  of  the  age  of  65  and  upwards  numbered  98, 
being  thus  48  per  cent,  of  the  total.  The  deaths  above  the  age 
of  90  were  one  at  92,  three  at  98,  and  two  at  94,  total  six. 


The  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  numbered  18,  of  which  seven 
were  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  giving  8*3  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths.  Most  of  these  occurred  between  the  ages  of  15  and  65, 
thus  showing  that  it  is  the  most  useful  members  of  the 
community  which  suffer  from  this  fell  disease,  which  so  often 
shows  itself  in  the  breadwinner  when  he  is  most  wanted  to 
support  his  family.  Much  suffering  is  thus  caused,  and  expense 
incurred  by  the  community  in  supporting  the  families  thus 
bereft.  To  diminish  Consumption  is  thus  to  save  money  for 
the  population  at  large. 


Other  Pulmonary  Diseases  numbered  37  deaths. 
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Heart  Disease . — This  includes  all  forms  of  Heart 
Disease,  and  there  were  82  deaths  registered  under  this  head.

FACTORY  AMD  WORKSHOP  ACT, 

1901 . 


To  the  Rural  District  Council  of  East  Retford. 


Gentlemen, 


I have  to  present  the  following  Report  as  required  by  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  section  182. 


Section  82  of  the  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act  is  not  in 
force  in  the  district. 


The  chief  places  to  be  inspected  under  the  above  Act  in  a 
rural  district  such  as  this  are  carpenters’  and  blacksmiths’ 
shops,  bakehouses,  and  dressmakers’  workrooms.  There  is  one 
factory  employing  about  40  hands  ; this  is  the  only  one  of  any 
size. 


There  are  no  underground  bakehouses,  and  therefore  no 
licenses  for  any  were  issued. 
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The  bakehouses  as  a rule  are  in  a cleanly  condition.  One 
I visited  was  dirty  as  to  the  paintwork,  and  the  ceiling  required 
limewashing  ; this  was  done  after  I advised  it. 


One  dressmakers’  workroom,  which  I reported  as  being 
unsatisfactory  last  year,  has  been  given  up. 


There  are  no  factory  or  workshop  laundries  or  dye-works, 
and  there  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  district. 


There  are  no  outworkers,  nor  have  I found  any  resident  in 
the  district  but  employed  outside. 


There  have  been  no  prosecutions  during  the  year.

During  the  year,  I have  had  personal  interviews  with  fifty 
owners  or  owners’  representatives,  upon  their  various  premises, 
in  order  to  explain  the  Council’s  requirements.  In  the  ordinary 
course  of  events,  an  interview  (also  on  the  premises)  with  a 
builder  follows,  for  the  purpose  of  an  estimate,  and  when  the 
latter  is  settled,  another  interview  for  the  purpose  of  setting  out 
the  work.  These  interviews  have  invariably  resulted  in  the  ne- 
cessity of  the  sanitary  improvements  being  appreciated,  and  the 
execution  of  the  work  has  generally  proceeded  satisfactorily. 


Houses  dosed . — One  cottage  at  Treswell  has  been 
closed  by  the  owner  to  avoid  the  cost  of  the  sanitary  work 
ordered  to  be  done. 

Sustained  and  Unrecorded  inspections.— 

Many  minor  instances  which  entail  an  inspection  are  not 
recorded,  but  I frequently  find  that  verbal  notices  are  sufficient 
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to  ensure  the  emptying  of  privies  and  ashpits,  and  the  removal 
of  offensive  accumulations.  This  may  he  described  as  sustained 
inspection. 

Paved  Causeways. — In  several  instances  new  paved 
causeways  to  houses,  where  none  previously  existed,  have  been 
provided  through  my  advice. 


Water  Supply. — Several  new  borehole  wells  have  been 
voluntarily  sunk  into  the  red  sandstone,  by  owners,  upon 
private  property.  In  addition,  the  Lincoln  Corporation  have 
completed  their  borings  at  Elkesley,  and  the  Home  Office,  or 
Prisons  Commissioners,  their  borehole  at  Hampton,  upon  the 
site  selected  for  the  construction  of  a Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum  ; 
the  latter  borehole  is  about  1000  feet  deep. 


Four  borehole  wells,  about  200  feet  deep,  have  been  sunk 
in  Sutton  Parish,  by  private  owners,  two  of  them  voluntarily, 
and  the  others  at  new  houses,  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary 
water  certificates  ; of  one  water  the  analyst  reports  “ This  is  a 
true  artesian  water  from  the  sandstone,  remarkably  soft,  and  of 
the  highest  degree  of  purity.”  This  water  is  at  the  new  house 
in  Sutton  Parish,  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  report,  and  the 
borehole  was  only  decided  upon  after  the  existing  shallow  well 
water  had  been  twice  analysed  and  condemned.  Owners  of  new 
small  houses  are  naturally  reluctant  to  incur  the  expense  of 
from  £30  to  <£40  for  a borehole  well,  if  it  can  be  avoided  by  the 
use  of  shallow  well  water. 


The  Lincoln  Corporation  Water  Supply 

at  Elkesley , 1908  Act.  — The  boreholes  and  road 

formation  to  the  works  are  completed,  and  pipe  laying  is  now 
in  hand ; preparations  are  also  made  for  the  construction  of  the 
bridge  over  the  Trent  at  Dunham.  So  far  no  nuisance  from 
overcrowding  has  been  noticed  in  consequence  of  these  works. 
This  is  probably  due  to  the  wise  precaution  of  executing  the 
pipe  laying  in  three  separate  sections  in  this  District. 
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Hampton  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum . — The 

works  of  constructing  the  foundations  of  the  main  building, 
attendants’  houses,  roads,  sewers  and  water  supply,  are  actively 
in  hand.  The  Contractors,  Messrs.  Moss  and  Sons,  Limited, 
Loughborough,  have  provided  lodging  accommodation  in  a 
specially  prepared  building,  for  a number  of  workmen,  upon  the 
site,  while  others  find  room  in  the  surrounding  villages ; but  no 
case  of  overcrowding  has  yet  come  to  my  notice.  Suspected 
cases  have  been  enquired  into. 

The  borehole  which,  as  already  stated,  has  been  sunk  to  a 
depth  of  over  1000  feet  into  the  red  sandstone,  provides  an 
ample  supply  of  water. 

Both  of  these  large  works  attract  a continuous  stream  of 
nomadic  labourers,  a number  of  whom  may  work  for  a few  days 
at  either  job,  and  then  pass  on. 


VOLUNTARY  SANITARY  INI  PRO  V EM  ENTS. 

It  is  a frequent  occurrence  now  for  owners  to  voluntarily 
undertake  sanitary  improvements  to  their  cottages,  which  is 
not  recorded,  and  my  advice  is  sought,  and  freely  given,  for  such 
a desirable  object. 


NEWCASTLE  ESTATE. 


Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  thorough  and  syste- 
matic repairs  and  renewals  which  continue  to  he  carried  out 
upon  the  Newcastle  Estate  property,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Estate  Agent,  Mr.  A.  E.  Elliott.  A very  large  number  of 
premises  upon  this  Estate  have  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and 
new  Privies,  Ashpits,  Drains,  and  Cesspools  provided  in  a most 
satisfactory  manner.  Water  supplies  have  also  been  attended 
to,  borehole  wells  and  wind  engines  being  provided  in  some 


cases. 
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NEW  HOUSES. 


Owners  of  new  houses  are  required,  in  accordance  with  the 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878,  to  obtain  a certificate  from  the 
Rural  District  Council  that  the  water  supply  is  wholesome,  and 
within  a resonable  distance  from  the  house.  I therefore  make 
it  a practice  to  send,  to  such  owners,  a leaflet  containing  extracts 
from  the  said  Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  pointing  out  the 
owners’  responsibility  in  this  respect.  I also  see  that  a privy, 
ashpit,  and  drain  are  provided  to  each  house,  as  required  by  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875. 


BUILDING  BYE-LAWS. 


No  Building  Bye-laws  are  in  force  in  this  District,  and  hence 
there  are  no  restrictions  upon  the  erection  of  new  houses,  beyond 
the  provision  of  a wholesome  water  supply,  and  sanitary  ac- 
commodation, as  described  above.  This  freedom  does  not 
apparently  attract  the  speculative  or  any  other  builder. 

Some  new  cottages,  in  most  of  the  Villages,  would  readily 
let,  if  they  could  be  built  to  let  at  a rental  of  not  more  that  2/- 
per  week,  but  that  is  impracticable. 


SEWER  WORKS,  &c. 


During  the  year,  the  following  Works  have  been  executed,  in 
accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  by 
the  Council’s  workmen,  under  my  direction.  The  new  pipes 
used  are  Glazed  Stoneware  Socketed  Pipes,  generally  known  as 
Sanitary  Pipes. 


Askham. — The  public  pump  in  the  Village,  which  was 
thoroughly  repaired,  and  the  well  deepened,  two  years  ago, 
continues  to  work  satisfactorily,  and  is  the  only  public  supply 
in  this  Village. 
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Barn  by  Moor. — During  the  year,  Earl  Fitz  william’s 
(The  Grove)  Hunt  have  built  new  kennels,  stables,  &c.,  in  this 
Village.  All  the  buildings  are  admirably  arranged  and  sub- 
stantially constructed.  A deep  borehole,  10  inches  in  diameter, 
provides  a splendid  supply  of  pure  water  for  the  old  and  new 
buildings  (which  are  lighted  by  electricity),  and  the  adjoining 
farm.  The  drainage,  after  passing  through  septic  tanks,  is 
connected  with  the  main  sewer,  which  was  piped  (at  Earl  Fitz- 
william’s  expense)  with  twelve  inch  pipes,  for  a distance  of  about 
800  yards,  and  the  necessary  manholes  provided ; the  remaining 
portion  of  the  open  sewer  was  piped  by  the  District  Council,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  a special  Committee,  for  a further  length 
of  about  350  yards,  with  the  necessary  manholes,  &c.  The 
whole  of  this  work  has  effected  a great  improvement. 


Although  there  are  no  Building  Bye-laws  in  force  in  this 
district,  Earl  Fitzwilliam’s  Architect,  Mr.  C.  A.  Wilson,  of 
Sheffield,  submitted  all  his  plans  to  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
and  carried  out  all  the  suggestions  made,  especially  with  regard 
to  the  drainage  of  this  important  structure,  in  a most  agreeable 
manner. 


BothamsaH. — The  Parish  sewage  ditch  has  been  regu- 
larly cleansed  by  the  Council’s  men. 


day  worth. — The  six  inch  pipe  sewer  in  the  lane  near 
the  heck  has  been  cleansed,  and  two  catchpits  provided,  this 
sewer  having  a very  flat  gradient.  The  glazed  pipes  across  the 
beck,  which  were  frequently  exposed  by  storm  surface  water, 
have  been  replaced  with  iron  pipes. 


Dunham . — About  80  yards  of  six  inch  pipe  sewer,  with 
two  catchpits,  have  been  provided  at  the  east  end  of  the  Village, 
to  enable  the  adjacent  houses  to  be  drained.  The  gradient  of 
this  sewer  is  very  flat. 
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Eaton . — The  old  privies  and  deep  vault  at  the  Village 
school  have  been  abolished,  and  replaced  with  two  new  privies 
and  one  ashpit,  making  a great  improvement. 


Elkesfey . — The  old  tile  sewer  in  the  Village  Street  has 
been  abolished,  and  270  yards  of  nine  inch  pipes,  with  four 
catchpits  and  two  manholes,  have  been  provided. 


Evert  on , — A defective  tile  sewer  in  the  Bawtry  Road 
being  repeatedly  blocked,  the  Council,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a Committee  who  inspected  the  sewer,  ordered  a nine  inch 
pipe  sewer  to  be  laid  for  a distance  of  310  yards.  This  was  done 
by  the  Council’s  men,  and  a great  improvement  is  manifest. 


Gringley-on-the-Hill. — Finlde  Street.  Owing  to  the 
complaint  of  an  owner  that  a pond,  at  which  cattle  drank,  was 
fouled  by  the  discharge  of  sewage,  the  Council,  upon  the  report 
of  a Committee  who  inspected  the  place,  decided  to  divert  the 
sewage  from  the  pond.  To  do  this,  220  yards  of  nine  inch  pipes, 
six  feet  deep,  with  three  manholes,  were  laid  in  Finkle  Street. 
The  Duke  of  Portland,  through  Mr.  T.  Warner  Turner,  upon  my 
suggestion,  contributed  <£20  towards  the  cost  of  this  work. 

Middle  Road.  The  open  sewage  ditch,  of  which  an  adjoining- 
owner  and  occupier  complained  to  the  Local  Government  Board, 
has  been  piped  with  18  inch  and  21  inch  pipes,  for  a distance  of 
150  yards.  This  is  an  improvement. 


0V3 attorney. — Three  sanitary  trapped  gullies  have  been 
fixed  in  the  Village,  and  50  yards  of  old  tile  sewer  has  been 
replaced  with  four  inch  pipes. 


North  Leverton. — Upon  the  report  of  a Committtee, 
142  yards  of  nine  inch  pipes,  with  the  necessary  manholes  and 
catchpits,  have  been  provided,  in  lieu  of  the  old  tile  sewer,  in 
the  Village  Street. 
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Nortnarston-on- “F ren t.  — At  the  Village  Schools,  the 
deep  privy  vaults  have  been  tilled  up,  privies  and  ashpits  re- 
modelled satisfactorily.  A new  drain  and  cesspool  provided  for 
urinal. 


Ran  ski//. — A blocked  tile  sewer  in  Station  Road,  caused 
by  a bad  drainage  connection,  opened  and  cleansed.  88  yards  of 
nine  inch  pipe  sewer  laid  in  Sutton  Bank  Lane.  A new  lift  and 
force  pump  has  been  provided  for  emptying  the  remaining 
sewer  catchpits. 


Treswe/S. — The  open  sewer  by  the  roadside  has  been 
piped  with  nine  inch  pipes,  for  a distance  of  275  yards,  by  the 
Council’s  men. 


Tux  ford . — A blocked  sewer  on  Cleveland  Hill  has  been 
cleansed. 

Tuxford  Grammar  School.  The  old  drains,  privy  and 
urinal  block,  being  a nuisance,  have  been,  upon  my  recommend- 
ation to  the  Governors,  abolished,  and  new  drains  provided 
throughout,  as  well  as  a new  privy,  ashpit,  and  urinal  block  ; a 
pan  closet  has  also  been  provided.  This  has  made  a most 
satisfactory  sanitary  improvement. 

Scavenging.  This  operation  has  been  carried  out  by 
Mr.  J.  H.  Fox. 

At  one  house,  under  which  the  drain  passed,  it  was 
found,  upon  testing  with  smoke,  to  be  defective.  Upon 
notice  from  the  Council,  the  drain  was  replaced  with  iron  pipes 
coated  with  Dr.  Angus  Smith’s  solution,  and  the  joints  caulked 
with  lead. 

The  parish  pumps  in  Eldon  Street  and  Lincoln  Street 
continue  to  yield  a fair  supply  of  water,  but  the  prospect  of 
obtaining  an  ample  supply  of  good  water  from  the  Lincoln 
Main,  for  this  Parish  and  for  East  Markham,  is  almost  within 
measurable  distance. 
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SEWERS , SEWAGE  DITCHES,  <&  CESSPOOLS. 


Several  cases  of  blocked  sewers  have  been  effectively  dealt 
with,  by  the  aid  of  the  drain  rods,  which  have  also  been  lent  to 
various  ratepayers,  to  cleanse  their  drains.  This  favour  is 
appreciated.  New  drains  are  tested  with  water,  and  old  ones 
with  smoke. 

There  are  sewage  ditches  in  every  Parish,  and  catchpits  in 
most,  and  they  have  been  regularly  and  thoroughly  cleansed, 
and  where  necessary,  deodorised,  throughout  the  district.  Many 
of  these  ditches  are  very  flat,  such  as  Sutton,  Lound,  Mattersey, 
Finningley,  Rampton,  Marnham,  &c.,  and  entail  frequent 
cleansing  for  considerable  distances,  but  there  have  been  no 
complaints  of  nuisance  from  this  cause. 


COMMITTEES. 


During  the  year  Sub-Committees  to  consider  proposed  sewer 
extensions,  and  difficult  cases  of  suggested  sanitary  improve- 
ments on  private  property,  have  made  inspections  in  the  Parishes 
of  Everton,  Ranskill,  Barnby  Moor,  Gringley-on-the-Hill,  North 
Leverton,  &c.
